Red Cross Helping to Check Influenza 
The Paris Chapter of the Red Cross 
is m aking influenza mask9, especially 
for the use of those n u rs in g in flu ­ 
enza patients. 
This is being done at 
the suggestion of the medical advisor 
of the Southwestern Division anji it 
is urged that all nurses and physicans 
and others in atte n d an c e on influenza 
patients use those masks and thereby 
prevent its spread.

suggestions are also made for those 
who wish to avoid influenza and for 
those, too, who are ta k in g care of the 
sick. 
These suggestions are very im- 
portaut and should be read carefully 
and strictly adhered to. 
T here is no charge for these masks 
and they will be given anyone who 
calls at the Red Cross rooms and 
asks for them, together with in stru c ­ 
tions for use.
